"Tliis type failure is uncom- 
mon, but not unique," Swidler 
said. It did not inwlve several 
utility firms such as that in the 
Nortiieast, but only one power 
company.

PATENT IT? 


Even in this era of large-scale 
research, a surprising number of 
inventions still come from the 
tinkering 
individual. 
Valuable 
patents are still being won by 
"basement inventors" ingenious 
enough to conie up with some­ 
thing new. 


However, lo be entitled lo a 
patent, an invention must be not 
only new but also — in the word­ 
ing of the United States Consti­ 
tution — “ useful.” What kind of 
an invention is useful ’ 


P'irst of all, it must be able 
to work. 


One man invented a '■perpetu­ 
al motion machine,” complete 
with a daz/Ting array oi doodads 
and thingumabobs. But ius in- 
sent ion was held not patentable 
.'ccaiise. beinji contrary to the 
laws of nature, it could not |X)s- 
.-ibl>- do the job it was meant 
for.

Second, to qualify as useful, 
the invention must do something 
that is beneficial, not harmful, 
to societ.w 


'I'hus. courts h a \ e denied pat­ 
ent rights to a device for fak­ 
ing the quality of tobacco leaves, 
and to a gadget for “ curing” dis­ 
ease by ni.vsterious vibrations. 
Both uiventions were found to 
be useful only for the purjwse of 
cheating — hence, not useful in 
the Constitutional sense. 


What if an inventitin. while 
useful for evil, is also useful for 
good? That is enough basis for 
a patent. 


For example, an improved pis­ 
tol could be patented Although 
an instrument for evil 
in 
the 
hands of a robber, it could also 
be an instrument for gtHxl in the 
hands of a policeman. 


A third requiremen; for nn 
invention to be considered use­ 
ful, is that 
it must l>e more 
than a mere frivolitx-

Of course, what is frivolous to 
one generation might not be to 
the next. A century ago a feder­ 
al courl >aid ihat a hoop skirt 
could not be patented, because 
it had no serious value to s*.*ci- 
ety. But today’s ctvarts are not 
likely to be that prim and pro­ 
per. 


A.' for what m;^ht be c.illwi 
"odd-ball" inventions, the Pat­ 
ent Office geiierall.N' takes a tol­ 
erant view. F'oi- instance, it has 
issued patents for an automatic 
hat-tipper. a shield for gra¡)e- 
fruit-eater<. and a gun for shoot­ 
ing down flies.
